CAPACITY. The 24-inch circular hover (no cold corners) will take care of 60 chicks, allow- 
ing plenty of room (most manufacturers would claim a capacity of 100 for the same space), and as 
the chicks grow, the hover may be removed and these 60 chicks can be brooded in the hover chamber 
until they have grown to 8 weeks, and no longer need artificial heat.

THE IDEAL WAY TO HATCH AND BROOD CHICKENS 

One person can care for many setting hens in a few moments* time. The hens are by themselves and cannot 
leave their eggs. When the chickens are hatched the coops should be scattered about the grounds and the 
chickens allowed to run at large, the hen confined. Chickens up to eight weeks old will do no harm to a garden, 
but if chick enemies are likely to take them, the extended yards, as illustrated on this page, should be used.

Attracting the Wild Birds 

UP to within recent times many who 
provided care, food and shelter to 
our wild birds did so from humanitarian 
motives and the pleasure to be had from 
having them in their grounds and 
around their homes.

Birds long absent from a neighborhood will find their way 
back soon after provisions for their comfort are made. There 
is no bird that can be so readily increased in number, in many 
localities, by putting up nesting houses for them, as can the 
purple martin. But the list of birds that can usually be attracted 
to our homes in the northeastern and middle states is long and 
varied, and includes blue birds, wrens, red winged black birds, 
cat birds, flycatchers, chicadees, flickers, cardinal birds, finches, 
juneos, nuthatches, king birds, orioles, scarlet tanagers, thrushes, 
warblers, and others equally well known. 

The placing of your bird houses and food shelters has much 
to do with their success. Houses for the sociable martins are 
usually placed in an open space near dwellings, but not within 
twenty feet of buildings or trees; blue bird houses in orchards 
having scattered trees ; wrens like to build their homes in houses 
placed in shrubbery ; the well-loved robin likes to find her open 
nesting box in the large-spreading tree, under the eaves of 
porches, or in a chimney corner; nuthatches and most of the 
woodpeckers prefer to have their homes in the woods, although 
the friendly flicker and red-headed woodpecker like to nest in 
houses placed among scattered trees; swallows nest in open 
spaces; crested flycatchers, chicadees, finches are not particular. 

Care should be taken to face the houses away from the pre- 
vailing stormy weather winds. 

The homing instinct is strongly developed in birds and many 
may be relied upon to return season after season to enjoy the 
same comforts and protection afforded them by their human 
friends. 

The houses should be thoroughly cleaned out each year before 
the birds are ready for nesting. 

The birds can get along very comfortably in summer without 
seeking food from their human friends, but in winter, when the 
frozen insects, eggs, seeds of weeds, etc., on which they natur- 
ally feed, are covered by snow, it is essential that food be placed 
where they can find it. 

We are often asked what to feed the birds. Almost anything 
eatable will keep them from starving. They like cracked corn, 
cracked rice, grain, scratch feed, bread crumbs, chaff from the 
barn floor, hemp and sunflower seeds, mixed bird seeds, etc. Nut 
meats are eagerly taken ; also suet and fats of all kinds. 

Try coaxing some of the birds to feed 
from your window sills, using our window 
feed and suet shelters. It will surprise you 
to see how tame they will become, especially 
the chicadees and nuthatches. By offering 
them a broken nut, a piece of doughnut, 
some suet, many people can coax these birds 
to feed from their hand regularly each day. 

Protect the wild birds, feed them, house 
them, water them, and in doing this you 
are carrying on a fine work that will return 
to you payment a hundred fold.
